


Upland moves 
to limit density

Over the concerns of some 
property owners, the Upland City 
Council Monday night adopted three 
zone changes aimed at reducing 
potential high-density development 
in the city’s southeast quadrant. 

Much of the two - hour discussion 
centered on what the ‘‘down 
zoning,’’ allowing less density than 
currently permitted, would do 
financially to the owners of 
multiple-residential units now 
placed in non-conforming zones. 

Other residents reiterated 
objections presented to the Upland 
Planning Commission Sept. 28, 
explaining that they, like many of 
their neighbors, had planned to add 
one or two rental units onto their 
existing structures. 

In most instances, the zone 
changes preclude more units on lots 
where structures already stand. 

Mike Matlock, Upland’s assistant 
city manager for public services, 
noted early in the meeting that state 
law requires zoning to agree with 
land-use designations in the city 
general plan. 

The city set the future course for 
the southeast section earlier this 
year when the council adopted 
general plan amendment No. 63 
after several months of study. 

The zone changes adopted Monday 
night cover 78.47 acres in chunks of 
land scattered in the southeast, or 
about 20 percent of the total area 
directly involved in the general plan 
amendment. 

Planning Director Bill Young 
described the general plan as a 
“framework” for the city’s future 
and zoning as ‘what you can do with 
your property now.” 

Young said planners have changed 
their thinking about how best to 
preserve an older residential 
section, such as southeast Upland, 
since the time multiple-family zones 
were placed on the area. 

“The planning philosophy was 
that. when an area began to age that 
if a higher density were placed on a 
property that you would hope for 
revitalization of an area through 





land clearance, land assembly and 
construction of multiple units.” 

High cost of demolishing still- 
sound structures has prevented land 
clearance and construction of new 
multiple-family units, Young added. 

Instead, he said, property owners 
have built ‘‘tack-on’’ units behind 
existing structures. 

Young said that if the southeast 
quadrant were developed to its full 
potential under existing zoning, 
public services such as streets, 
sewers and schools would be 
‘Severely impacted.” 

City Engineer’ Fred Blanchard 
said a consulting firm in the 1950s 
made an ‘‘educated guess’’ on the 
density for the southeast that turned 
out too low and Upland ended up 
with sewer mains too small. 

If the density increases 
substantially over current levels in 
the southeast, Blanchard said, 
“We're talking about ... millions of 
dollars in sewer costs alone.”’ 

“It would ‘be an unbelievable 
burden to the city,” he said. 

Jim Stites of Stites Realty in 
Upland said his survey of financial 
institutions showed loan values for 
properties whose uses are non-

The Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District has realized a $600,- 
000 profit by selling a 40-acre school 
site in Upland to the Lewis 
Construction Co. Inc. 

Richard Lewis, an Upland-based 
builder, bid $1,000,200 for the 


property located between Mountain . 


and San Antonio avenues and 20th 
and 2ist streets. He was the sole 
bidder. 

The Chaffey district school board 
had set a minimum bid price of $1 
million for the surplus property. 

The land was bought by the 
Chaffey district for $391,500 in 
several chunks between August 1964 
and February 1966. The school dis- 
trict acquired the land with the in- 
tent.of eventually building a second 


conforming drop drastically. 

“Tt's illegitimate property, is 
what it amounts to, you're 
creating,’ Stites said, adding that 
the zone changes hit retired persons 
the hardest. 

Changes to single-family zoning 
where apartments and other 
multiple-family uses now exist 
depreciate property values 20-30 
percent due to the loan market, 
Stites said. 

Eugene Bello, owner of Bello 
Realty and president of the Upland 
Chamber of Commerce, said the 
chamber has similar concerns over 
the zone changes. 

He explained that the lenders’ 
concern focuses on what to do with 
the property if foreclosed. 


The council attempted to alleviate 
some of the property owners’ 
concern by instructing City 
Attorney Donald Maroney to review 
an Upland ordinance on rebuilding 
structures that are non-comforming 
uses if fire destroys the buildings. 


Upland’s code currently allows 
rebuilding of non-comforming uses 
if up to 50 percent of the structure is 
destroyed,

Lewis offered his bid orally at the 
last Chatfey board meeting. The 
sale has now been concluded and 
both parties are awaiting the end of 
a 60-day escrow period for the 
property to officially change hands 

Lewis paid $1.4 million in June for 
a parcel of land in the Claremont 
Unified School District that was 
declared surplus. He outbid the 
Standard Pacific Corp. for the land. 

The Upland parcel was appraised 
for the Chaffey district about six 
months ago at $800,000, said assis- 
tant superintendent for business ser- 
vices Russ Dickinson. 

The appraiser told the district the 
land would be worth $1 million ex-

Cable irport land 


use to be explored

Whether the roar of airplane 
engines shortly after takeoff would 
interfere the proposed Olympic 
velodrome and sports complex may 
be one of the topics studied by a 
committee to help draft a com- 
prehensive land-use plan for Cable 
Airport in Upland 

The West Valley Airport Land Use 
Commission approved the 
composition of the committee, 
which will include representatives 
of Upland, Claremont and 
Montclair, at a recent meeting at 
Upland City Hall. 


Commissioners also heard briefly 
some of the concerns the new 
committee may be studying under a 
state mandate for a comprehensive 
airport land-use plan. 


Paul Cable, general manager of 
Cable Airport, told the commission 
planes taking off from the airport 
would pass directly over the 
Olympic bicycling site proposed by 
Claremont Men’s College. 


The site for the proposed $6 
million to $7 million sports facility 
is currently an 83-acre rock quarry 
east of Claremont Boulevard and 
south of Foothill Boulevard. About 
half the land is in Claremont and 
half is unincorporated acreage 
within Upland’s sphere of influence. 


Cable said planes from the airport 
pass over the site at 300-400 feet by 
turning south after taking off to the 
west. Because of takeoff, engine 
noise is at its loudest, he noted. 


He expressed no outright 
opposition to the college proposal, 
which still needs approval from an 
Olympic organizing committee, but 
said the site was a topic the new 
land-use committee should 
“consider seriously.” 


After the meeting, Cable said 
noise, not safety, was his major 
concern, adding that he would “‘hate 
to see a large congregation’ of 
people beneath the flight pattern 
Industrial uses would be his 
preference as an eventual 
replacement for the rock quarry, 
Cable said. 


Jack Albrecht — associate 
provost of Claremont University 
Center — noted The Claremont 
Colleges own 20 acres west of 
Claremont Boulevard and south of 
Foothill Boulevard within the study 
area. 


“We find our property severely 
affected by the study.”’ he told the 
commission, 


Albrecht said the 150-foot-wide 
path extending from Cable Airport's 
runway, recommended by the 
commission for no structures, cuts 
through the college property. which 
he added has been planned for 
expansion or possibly a seventh 
college. 


He also expressed concern that a 
proposed airport approach zone with 
no structures above one story would 
limit use of most of the 20 acres. 


William Wojtkowski — associate 
planner, noted most of the land east 
of Cable Airport is already 
developed or committed to future 
uses. 


Cable said the airport now has 300 
planes and plans to expand to twice 
that number by the 1990s. He added 
that airport is holding off on its new 
master plan until the committee 
designated Wednesday night 
completes its study. 


Representatives on the 15- 
member Cable Airport land-use 
committee will be selected within 30 
days.

During summer budget hearings, 
the board considered using the 
money to buy relocatable 
classrooms and create a high school 
for ninth grade students on a 40- 
acre site at Sixth Street and 
Vineyard Avenue in Rancho 
Cucamonga. That site is now used 
by the two-acre Valley View’ con- 
tinuation high school 

A ninth grade high school would be 
expected to eliminate most of the

Upland’s building boom beginning to level off 


Upland’s building boom of the past 
few years showed signs of leveling 
off through the first three quarters 
of 1978, although keeping pace with 
last year’s record totals. 

Figures supplied by the building 
department show the city has issued 
1,854 building permits in the first 
nine months of this year compared 
ito 1,967 for the same period in 1977. 

Total valuation of all permits is 
Slightly up from $49,241,561 for the 
nine months last year. This year’s 
total to date is $52,177,263. 

Bob Sullivan, Upland’s chief 
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building official, said building 
activity in the city seems to be 
continuing at roughly the same pace 
as in 1977, but he added: that he still 
expects figures for the entire year to 
be down a bit from last year’s 
record totals. 

Most builders say sales of new 
homes have slowed and that decline 
is reflected in the number of 
permits issued, Sullivan said. 

He said the nine-month figures for 
building permits do not yet show the 
impact of Upland’s growth- 


management program, adopted last. . 
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summer, 

Sullivan noted that although total 
valuation is higher so far for 1978 
than the first three quarters of 1977, 
inflation could account for the 
increase. 

As Upland ran out of its share of 
sewage allocation for single-family 
homes under the plan for the Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District 
cities, figures for building permits 
dropped drastically this spring. 

From March through May, the 
city issued permits for just 16 


. Single-family homes. 
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The number of building permits 
for single-family homes surged to 90 
units in June as builders rushed to 
beat state energy requirements for 
conservation effective July 1, City 
Engineer Fred Blanchard said. 

Many of those applications for 
building permits were submitted in 
June but recorded in July. 

Permits for 670 single-family 
units have been issued through this 
September compared to 686 for the 
same period last year. 

However, 172 units of this year’s 
total stem from Upland Meadows,

the city’s first mobile home park 
under construction in about five 
years, Sullivan noted. 

Total valuation for single-family 
units is down from $36,287,075, to 
$33,164,524 this year. 

Permits for 277 apartment units 
with a total valuation of $6,699,083 
have been granted in 1978, compared 
to 113 units with total valuation of 
$2,489,646 in 1977. 

Condominiums are recorded as 
either single-family or multiple- 
family units in the city’s building 
figures, depending on the zoning

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where they are built. 

The planning department has 
reported a surge in approvals for 
condominiurns under the city’s first 
of growth management. 

Sullivan indicated building 
permits for stores at the 
Mountaingreen Center helped buoy 
Upland totals for new commercial 
construction, 

Upland has recorded 29 permits 
with a total valuation of $6,013,710 so 
far in 1978. Last year’s nine-month 
figures were 19 permits with a 
valuation of $2,665,778.

Four neglected sisters to be placed soon

Four young sisters soon will be in the midst of a loving 
foster family due to the response of readers of The Daily 
Report 

After reading an article about the youngsters’ plight in 
the Oct. 1 edition of the newspaper, more than 40 
persons called to discuss the possibility of becoming 
foster parents 

‘Some were interested in taking in the four sisters, 
others wanted to know about being foster parents to 
other.children,’’ said Tom Johnson, a social worker with 
the Child Protective and Placement Services 

Johnson is in the process of interviewing the families 
now and said, ‘We're definitely going to find a home 
where all four girls can be together.” 

These four sisters are not the only youngsters in San 
Bernardino County needing shelter and a warm home 
atmosphere. Many other children have been removed 
froratheir homes because of neglect or abuse 

The Child Protective and Placement Service is a 
division of the San Bernardino County Department of 
Public Social Services.

Public awareness of child abuse and neglect coupled 
with an increase in the number of cases reported have 
created a crisis situation in finding foster homes for 
youngsters 

A new county program began a year and a half ago 
that dramatically increased the need for services and 
shelter for abused and neglected children 

Where formerly children were placed in juvenile hall 
when removed from their homes. they now are placed in 
shelter care homes, a temporary emergency situation 
Once a court decision has been made in the case, a child 
then is placed in a foster home 

Social workers with the Child Protective and 
Placement Services are responsible for investigating 
cases of child abuse and neglect and placing youngsters 
in foster homes once a determination is made. Some 
social workers are in charge of investigating charges of 
abuse, while others are placement workers. 

There is someone on duty 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week to receive reports. The office is located at 325 E. C 
St. in Ontario and the phone number is 988-1071. 
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Who reports cases of child abuse and neglect? 

“The law designates that certain professionals are 
required by law to report such cases,’’ Johnson said. 
These include all medical and school personnel as well as 
mental health workers. In fact, these professionals can 
be prosecuted for not reporting. The same law protects 
them from prosecution, Johnson said. 

Individuals also can make reports, either anonymously 
or by identifying themselves. ‘‘They don’t have to be 
identified,’ Johnson noted. 

Suspected cases of child abuse or neglect are reported 
to two agencies — police departments and the protective 
services. Once a suspected case has been reported, the 
Situation is investigated. 

“There are many alternatives,’ Johnson explained. 
“Sometimes counseling will help relieve the problem or 
finding a day care center can help take the pressure off a 
woman raising several children by herself.”’ 

In situations where solutions are more complicated, a 
petition is filed in juvenile court. 

By law, a child can be removed from his home 
immediately and placed in protective custody. The 
agency has 48 hours in which to file a court petition. The 
hearing must be held within 72 hours. A series of 
hearings in juvenile court can follow and “can go on and 
on in a really complicated case,”’ Johnson said. 

The case can be disposed of in several ways. It can be 
dismissed, the child can be returned to his home or be 
made a dependent of the court and placed in a foster 
home, 

While the court process is going on, children are placed 
in shelter-care homes. The intake social worker with 
protective services is in charge of the case until it 
reaches stability and the court takes over the 
jurisdiction. At that time, the case goes to the placement 
worker. 

Most placement workers have a case load between 40 
and 69 children. Once the children are living in a foster 
home, the social worker follows through by checking up 
on the child periodically. 

“The ultimate goal is to return the child to the parents 
whenever possible,’’ Johnson said. 

While juvenile court has the power to remove children 
from bad situations it does not have the power to jail 
parents. Parents who abuse or neglect their children can 
be plugged into resources and can be told by the court 
that they must do something about their particular 
situation before the child can be returned to them.

Double digit 
OIA growth 


The volume of air traffic at Ontario International 
Airport continued its double - digit increase during 
September as the airport handled 168,710 passengers and 
778,336 pounds of air cargo for increases of 18.8 and 19 
percent, respectively. 

Through the first three quarters of the year, passenger 
trafifc is up 19.3 percent to 1,482,717 air travelers and air 
Cargo activity has jumped 37.1 percent to 6,883,654 
pounds when compared to the same period a year ago. 

According to the volume of air traffic report issued by 
OIA management, the large gains in traffic took place 
with only a 2.9 percent increase in airline operations 
(landings and take-offs), including both air carrier and 
air taxi flights. 

Air carrier activity rose 2.4 percent from 23,392 to 
23,958 operations while air taxi flights were up 3.4 
percent from 11,918 to 12,328 operations. 

Total number of operations through the first three 
quarters of the year were up 9.3 percent compared with 
1977, with general aviation flying increasing the most. 
General aviation is all flying other than military, air 
careier and air taxi, and at OIA this flight activity 
accounted for 90,962 operations out of the 135,581 logged 
through September. 

Military operations were off 7.2 percent from 8,933 to 
8,290.

Transferring patients 
from mental institutions 
and caring for them in the 
community has become vir- 
tually a national policy, the 
mental health department 
reports.

Reaction among the West End 
Catholic community to the 
appointment of Polish Cardinal 
Karol Wojtyla, 58, as pope is one of 
surprise because of his nationality 
and pleasure that he will bring ‘‘new 
blood’’ into the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy 

“It's very insightful of the 
cardinals to have elected a man who 
was non-Italian,”’ the Rev. Richard 
Grek of St. Joseph Catholic Church, 
Fontana, said 

“Tt took a little bit of courage for 
them to break the tradition and the 
entire Catholic world is very much 
aware of the type of revolution 
(openness to the realities of the 
world) that this appointment 
means,” 

Bishop-elect Phillip F. Straling, of 
the San Bernardino diocese, said the 
selection of a non-Italian as pope 
indicates the church's universality 
and ‘‘the selection of a church 
leader from a communist country 
with a large Catholic population will 
bring into focus the needs of 
Catholics in communist-controlled 
countries 

The Rev. Manuel R. Guillen of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church, 
Chino, who opposed the appointment 
of Straling as bishop because a 
large segment of the Catholic 
community, mostly Mexican- 
American, felt it was time for an 
hispanic appointment, said he and 
his fellow priests are extremely 
happy with the appointment } 

“I think it’s wonderful that he’s 
not an Italian— he’s Polish 

‘For 400 years the Italians have 
governed the church but with the 
third world coming in and having 
such an impact on the conclave, 
basically Latin America and Africa, 
they sort of did a turn around,” 
Guillen said 

Guillen also said the appointment 
of Wojtyla, or Pope John Paul IT, as 
he is now called, will have wide 
ramifications in communist 
countries 

“T think he will listen and instruct 
the ordinary bishops to cater to the 
needs of the people and the trend 
will be to have more ordinary 
bishops rule in the diocese,’ Guillen 
said 

The Rev. Lawrence Battle of Our 
Lady of Lourdes Catholic Church, 
Montclair, agreed that the new pope 
will show an increased interest in

reveal campaign 
contributions

If success in state Assembly races 
is measured by raising large sums 
of campaign money early, one local 
Democratic incumbent has nothing 
to worry about but the other couid 
be in trouble. 

Campaign statements say 
Assemblyman Bill McVittie had 
more than $50,000 on hand as of Sept 
23. But McVittie’s Republican oppo- 
nent in the 65th District, Don 
Donnelly, had less than 1 percent of 
McVittie’s total in reserve. 

In the neighboring 66th District, 
Assemblyman Terry Goggin 
reported only $300 on hand and debts 
of more than $11,500. His 
Republican rival, Tammy Wolfin- 
barger, had about $2,000 on hand and 
unpaid bills of $700. 

The first statements of campaign 
contributions and spending for the 
Nov. 7 election have been filed with 
the registrar of voters in San Ber- 
nardino. 

The statements cover nearly three 
months, from July 1 to Sept. 23. The 
next statements will be required by 
Oct. 26 

McVittie is seeking his third two- 
year term in the 65th District, which 
includes four West End cities (On- 
tario, Upland, Chino and Montclair) 
and the Red Hill section of Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

His campaign committee reported 
a surplus of $62,275.48 from the June 
primary, in which McVittie was un- 
opposed for renornination 

During the reporting period, 
McVittie’s committee collected $6.- 
890 — $5,000 of which came in four 
large contributions — and spent 
$12,954.07. 

This left a total of $56,211.41 on 
hand as of Sept. 23, not counting 
debts of $16,000 


The committee purchased what 
was described as a ‘‘campaign car” 
from University Mazda in Montclair 
at a cost of $9,546.09. The insurance 
cost an additional $292 

Two of the large contributions 


The latter actually represents 
three $500 contributions from major 
department store chains — The 
Broadway. The May Co. and Sears. 
Roebuck and Co. 

Other contributors to McVittie’s 
campaign during this period were 
the political arm of the California 
Veterinary Medicine Association, 
$500. a group of Southern California 
Edison Co. employees, $300; Califor- 
nia Pharmacists, $250, and the 
California Association of Thrift and 
Loan Companies, $200. 

Donnelly, McVittie’s opponent, 
reported a surplus of only $34.58 
from the June primary, in which he 
easily defeated George Paletsas for 
the Republican nomination 

During the reporting period, 
Donnelly’s committee collected $1,- 
238 and spent $930.72. This left 
$341.86 on hand as of Sept. 23, with 
unpaid bills totaling $139.71. 

The committee reported con- 
tributions of $200 from LaRelle 
Donnelly, the candidate's wife, and 
from the Pomona Firemen’s 
Association. 

Donnelly is a Los Angeles County 
firefighter, an employee relations 
consultant and a trustee of the 
Pomona Unified School District 

Goggin is: seeking a third term in 
the 66th District, which includes 
Rancho Cucamonga and Fontana 
and extends to San Bernardino 

His campaign committee reported 
a surplus of $4,917.58 from the June 
primary, in which he turned back a 
challenge from former Colton 
Mayor Abe Beltran. 


During the reporting period, the 
committee collected $3,325 — in- 
cluding a loan of $1,000 from Goggin 
himself — and spent $7,932.67 

This left only $309.91 on hand as of 
Sept. 23. with unpaid bills totaling 
$713.18 and unpaid loans of $10,829 

The committee reported only two 
large contributions, one from the 
Fund for Insurance Education for 
$1.000 and one from the Mobile 
Home Consumer Political Action 
Committee. for $300

Halfway house helps 


parolees face new life

Her story isn’t a pretty one and it belies the flashing 
eyes, ready smile and articulate speech which is 
sometimes laced with prison jargon 

She'll be referred to as Pat, because in her new life 
she’s engaged to be married and doesn’t want to start off 
with mother-in-law problems 

“She knows nothing of my past,’’ she said 

The past for the 28-year-old woman includes 
orphanages, juvenile halls, reform schools, jail and just 
about every type of institution established to 
rehabilitate, punish or correct a person 

She had her first baby by the time she was 1|1-years-old 
and her fifth one by the time she was 20 

The only visible sign of her past — and she hopes and 
prays it is her past — is the approximately 6-inch-long 
‘and 1-inch-wide blackish scar running up her right arm — 
a reminder of heroin addiction 

Pat is a resident of Crossroads, Inc., a halfway house 
for female parolees, located in the Old Claremont area 

The rambling, wooden-structured, turn-of-the-century 
house, originally a private home and then a rooming 
house, was purchased by a group of people from various 
churches who had visited the California Institute for 
Women and who became aware of a need for a place such 
as Crossroads 

The organizers were associated with a group called 
Match-2, who visit female prisoners on a one-to-one 
basis 

Since its founding in 1975, 37 women, 18 to 63 years, 
have stayed there, receiving room and board, assistance 
in obtaining employment, help with pursuing education, 
counseling and preparation for independent living 

Only two of those women have returned to prison. 

Judith L. Orr, director of Crossroads, smiles warmly 
at the statistics 

Statewide recidivism rates for female prisoners are 
between 40 to 60 percent 

“Tt takes facilities like this to undo some of the harm 
done in prison,”’ Orr said 

Orr understands the apprehension felt by neighbors 
when the halfway house was proposed for the quiet 
residential area. Protests were made to the city when 
Crossroads was first established 


But the uproar died down, and Crossroads, sometimes 
housing the children of parolees, blends in with the rest 
of the community 


‘It’s nice to come to a home when you haven’t had one 
for a while,”’ said a 19-year-old woman, who wants to be 
referred to as Doris 


Doris is one of the few, off-the-street women, taken in 
by Crossroads 


“T would have wound up in prison if I hadn’t gotten help 
here,’ Doris said. ‘I've hit every Salvation Army 
between here and Pennsylvania and slept in the back 
seat of many cars while running away from home,”’ she 
said 

Doris said most agencies don’t offer help for women 
over 18 years old 

‘But it’s not easy for some of us being on our own.”’ 

Doris finally walked into a Catholic Church in Chino 
asking for help and they referred her to Crossroads 

Pat wasn't quite so lucky her first time away from 
Crossroads 

“T realized I was getting back into my old patterns and 
came back of my own free will before it meant another 
prison term,”’ she said 

“This place bolsters you up and gives you an identity,”’ 
she said 


“When you get out of prison you're paranoid. You just 
know everyone knows you're an ex-con—kicking back, 
we call it 


‘Sometimes when you're first out you want to run back 
to the prison,’ she said. ‘‘In prison you're like a zombi 
and it’s alien out here.” 


Pat believes that in a few years she'll be able to tell 
her new mother-in-law about her past—after the woman 
has gotten to know her better and accepted her as she is. 


“The system is set up so that if a person commits a 
crime and gets caught, he or she is sent to prison to serve 
time and then get out,’’ Orr said. 


“It’s supposed to be over then, but it isn’t.”

Workers prefer layoff 


By Dick Stearns 

A number of lessons can 
be learned from events of 
the past couple of months. 
Contrary to the fears of 
some, in the long, run I 
believe we can benefit from 
the passage of Proposition 
13. 

One message of ‘'13”’ is to 
reduce government waste. 
Another is the belief that 
there are too many public 
employees. Public 
employees, responding to 
the implied criticism in 
Proposition 18, can con- 
found the politicians and the 
public by taking the lead in 
working to correct each of 
these problems — if indeed 
they are problems. 

The message that, if 
necessary, there should be 
layoffs rather than a wage 
freeze has been delivered 
throughout California as 
employees have been asked 
their preference. Rather 
than reflect a selfish at- 




















titude on the part of 
employees as many 
politicians contend — I 





believe it reflects an 
awareness on the part of 
public employees that has 
not yet penetrated the 
thinking of the politicians. 

The public employees 
realize government must fit 
within the resources provid- 
ed to finance its operation. 
Public employees must 
number only those that 
public finances can 
equitably support. Manage- 
ment cannot buy two trucks 
for the price of one, or 10 
typewriters for the price of 
five. 

Neither can it buy two 
public employees for the 
price of one, nor 7,000 for 
the price of 6,300. Not and 
survive, it can't

training and transfer, 
layoffs can be held to a 
minimum. 

Finally, we are prepared 
to accept those layoffs, that 
still must occur after this 
approach has received its 
fullest application, as the 
price that must be paid to 
Produce an efficient 
governmental entity. One 
that is cost efficient and 
thus can afford to pay its 
remaining employees an 
equitable wage on a con- 
tinuing basis. One that does 
not dump on its employees 
as each fiscal crisis occurs. 

We realize that this at- 
titude is a departure for an 
employee organization. But 
we are public employees 
and Proposition 13 is upon 
us. We are the employees 
whose wages must come 
from taxes. 

Our wages, if they are to 
be maintained on an 
equitable basis and thus 


reflect prevailing rates, 
must “‘pass muster’’ with 
the taxpayer. Until the 


public can be convinced 
that the public and the 
public employee are one. 
the politicians will continue 
to find public employee 
wages the path of least 
resistance. 

Envision if you can, 
however, the politicians’ 
dilemma if the public. sup- 
portive of the employees’ 


position, tells the 
politicians ‘hands off’ 
employee wages, manage 


for a change.” 

Let’s look briefly at the 
anatomy of growth of a 
public agency. 
Contemplating a mythical 
county let's say it had 6.000 
employees 10 years ago and 
today has 7,000 employees. 

An investigation of where 
the growth occurred finds 
the personnel department 
has doubled, the ad- 
ministrative office has 
doubled, there are many 
new levels of bureaucracy. 
there's a management 
management division, etc., 


etc.. As an employee did 
you have anything to do 
with the increase? Of 


course not!!!

When the time comes to 
compensate the employees 
the ‘‘creators’’ of the new 
bureaucracy discover the 
funds are inadequate to pay 
the employees an equitable 
wage. Shouldering the man- 
tle of leadership they should 
be prepared to face the 
problem and direct the:ac- 
tions necessary to equitably 
compensate the work force 
they have created. 

Apparently leadership is 
not a prerequisite for 
political office, however. 
Too often under a 
leadership demand they 
have crumbled. Too often 
their answer has been to 
short change the employees 
whose positions they 
created and upon whom 
they depend to enhance 
their reputations by 
providing exemplary ser- 
vice. 

Our policy, then. is this: 

We no longer intend to 
stand idly by while we are 
used as a political football. 
We can no longer be depend- 
ed upon to remain silent 
while management con- 
tends ‘‘more public jobs are 
needed’’ if at the same time 
Management contends it 
can't afford an equitable 
wage for the employees it 
already has. We intend to 
share with the public our 
knowledge, our concerns 
and our support for more ef- 
ficient government. 

If by so doing fewer 
public employee jobs result, 
then we have responded to 
the taxpayer demand. We 
may be somewhat fewer in 
number but we'll be 
equitably compensated and 
will enjoy the respect and 
support of our fellow tax- 
payers

process 

‘The example that 
parents set is very special,”’ 
Dr. Dowley said. ‘‘If the 
relationship in the home 
teaching situation is loving, 
children will enjoy lear- 
ning. Teachers in a school 
environment can’t give this 


loving attention to each 
child 
‘Parents should en- 


courage a sense of learning 
Encourage the child's sense 
of wonder. Encourage the 
child to explore and dis- 
cover and to use his motor 
skills; imagination, and 
memory. The child should 


be aware of the many things 
one learns through one’s 
senses, In this way, he 
becomes better prepared to 
learn in a classroom 
Situation,” Dr. Dowley 
Said 

‘Parents should also be 
models for truthfulness: of 
concern for other people; of 
concern for what others say 
and for their successes 
This will help the child 
when he moves into a group 
Situation 

Other tips for parents in- 
clude 

Impress children with 

the applicability of reading 
skills. Children who only 
read at school aren’t aware

— Read aloud to children

There is a lot of time 
for fun and recreation, but a lot of 
time is devoted to learning too. 

The camp, nestled against moun- 
tains, is located on a remote portion 
of the island about a 20-minute boat 
ride from Avalon. 


Camp might be a misleading 
term. The facility is well-groomed 
with wide lawn areas running to the 
beach. There are no tents at this 
camp; the youngsters stay in 
cabins. 


For six years the school has been 
offering the Catalina trip. Prior to 
taking the trip, the sixth-graders 
must complete a six-week course of 
oceanography. 


“This trip puts into reality what 
they (the children) have learned in 


the classroom,"’ said Don Schuert, 
principal. ‘It will be difficult for 
them to forget now what they have 
learned.

The result will be to put San Ber- 
nardino County on an equal footing 
with the other districts rather than 
nave its problems subordinated to 
those of a three-county area. 

The district, with a first-year 
budget of $844,839, will be governed 
by a 30-member board weighted by a 
large number of county-level 
representatives. 

But Mrs. Dastrup said she does 
not foresee the county represen- 
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tatives, generally appointed and 
elected officials, banding together 
to protect the county's interests and 
slighting the desires of the cities. 


“T haven't seen any indication of 
them pulling together too much.” 
she said 


One example of a project created 
through the Tri-County Council is 
the West End's Police Regional 
Communications System 
(PRECOM), a network consisting of 
Chino, Montclair and Ontario. 
Officers from all three departments 
are dispatched from a central 
location in Ontario. 


The planning district financed the
